CHICAGO, Oct. 17.— The blindness of force and vio­ 
lence is the alternative to a policy of determining thru 
careful examination the capacity of Germany to pay re­ 
parations, David Lloyd George, the w ar time premier of 
Great Britain declared in an address tonight at the In­ 
ternational Amphitheatre in the heart of the stock yards 
district. 
If Germany is refusing to pay, he added, the allies can 
by such means determine that point and then force pay­ 
ment by marching together in any enterprise that is nec- 
essaty. 
Discussing the situation in Europe with its exhaustion 
after the war and the reparations question as the most 
acute phase of the situation, Mr. Lloyd George declared 
that it was a fatal mistake to drive the German popula­ 
tion into despair. 
“ We want reparations,” he added, “and revolution is 
not the way to get them.”

The first shipment of Calhoun 
products via the new extension 
of the Eldred branch of the Chi­ 
cago & Alton, passed thru this 
county recently for Chicago. This 
consisted of a carload of apples.
